The Death of Religion 


We have never been quite able to 
understand. the unrealistic optimism of 
those who contend that_religion is helped’ 
by persecution. We make so bold as to 
doubt that “The blood of martyrs is the 
seed of the Church.” As far as we know, 
that statement does not demand the assent 
of faith. It is the opinion of one man, and 
we think he was wrong—or, if he was 
right, it must be in some mystical sense 
that eludes us. 

In other words, we doubt that each 
morning the Papal Secretary of State greets 
our Holy Father with the joyful announce- 
ment, “Congratulations, Your Holiness! 
Yesterday the Communists martyred two 
Bishops and 29 priests, padlocked 16 
churches, shut down three printing plants.” 


Such ‘tidings are no cause for joy. Per- 
secution hurts the Church. Look at North 
Africa. for instance. Once Catholic, it is 
now Moslem. Every time you see a Mos- 
lem, you, can think to yourself, as with the 
Protestants, “That fellow has Catholic 
blood. His ancestors were Catholic.” 


Despite the happy opinion of Tertullian 
about the Church being fertilized by her 
own blood, it is hard to see how you can 
spread the Faith by shooting priests. 


Nevertheless, every month oreso we 
pick up the paper and read someone's 
opinion that religion is far from dead in 
Russia, or that it is due to rise again in 
strength. That is so much wishful think- 
ing. Two generations have been born and 
reared atheists in Russia since the Com- 
munists took over in 1917. The babies born 
in 1917 are now 39, and to most of them 
religion is as ridiculous a phenomenon as 
tealeaves and ouija boards are to us. That’s 
the way they’ve been brought up. That 
group married in 1937 and their children 
are now 19—likewise atheist. 

To illustrate: An American tourist in 
Russia reports that when he asked at the 
hotel desk where he could go to Mass, the 
girl burst out in uncontrollable laughter. 
She apologized but explained that it struck 
her as being so incongruous—a man who 
otherwise appeared so cultured and intelli- 
gent, actually being interested in one of 
those relics of a bygone superstition. 


Tee observatiofhs of a recent visitor 
to Russia confirm these melancholy facts. 
Frank A. McCarthy, a Chicago attorney 
and for 16 years a member of the Illinois 
legislature, predicts that “five to ten years 
will see the end of all religion there.” 

Churches crowded? ‘Yes, but there are 
only three churches to serve a population 
of from five to eight million in Moscow. 

“It makes no difference that these 
churches are allowed to. exist,” Mr. 
McCarthy says. “No young people go any- 
way.” | 

“There* isn’t a thing in the world that 
can hold the churches in Russia,” he says. 
“The older generation will soon be gone 
and all missionaries are shut out com- 
pletely.” 

__ Russia controls the situation through 
civil pressure, “Those who go against the 
party principles are given the poorest jobs, 
with very low wages and no chance for ad- 


vancement.” 


_The most frightening aspect of the sit- 
uation is the extent of the Soviet Empire 
and the realization that religion is slowly 
—literally—dying out in such Catholic 
strongholds as Poland, Yugoslavia, and 
Czechoslovakia. They have been lost to us 
for 10 years now, and we are not to regain 
them in the foreseeable future. In a few 
more decades they will be as sterile, reli- 
giouswise, as North Africa. 

But let us suppose the best. Let us 
assume that today Russia were going to 
lift all restrictions on religion. Mission- 
aries could preach, presses could print, 
schools could teach. Would there be a ren- 
aissance of religion? Would the people 
come flocking back to Church? |

based on a series of lectures which Mon- 
signor Ellis gave under the auspices of 
the Charles R. Walgreen Foundation for the 
tudy of American Institutions. The second, 
American Catholics and the Intellectual 
Life (Hanover House. $1.25), was first pre- 
sented as a lecture, then published in 
Thought. 

Monsignor Ellis calls American Catho- 
licism “only a sketch in which many inter- 
esting and worthwhile features of Ameri- 
can Catholic history have had to be sacri- 
ficed.” The truth of that assertion is self- 
évident to the informed reader. Yet a 
sketch, especially when drawn by one so 
knowledgeable and discriminating as Mon- 
signor Ellis, has the peculiar virtue of 
showing an outline which might be 
drowned by a plethora of details. 


Summarizing the salient features of 
American Catholicism, the author divides 
his survey into four parts: 1492-1790, or 
colonial America; 1790-1852, or from the 
appointment of John Carroll as first bishop 
in the new nation, to the First Fienary 
Council of Baltimore; 1852-1908, covering 
Catholic immigration, the Civil War and 
its aftermath, and developments up to the 
ending of missionary status for the Church 
in the U.S.A.; 1908-1956, or American 


Catholicism reaching its present status. 


Notable in the treatment of the colo- 
nial era is the stress on Spanish and 
French contributions, so often overlooked or 
distorted, with due notice given the con- 
trast between Spanish and French concern 
for the Indians as against the English policy 
of driving or wiping them out. 

In the original colonies, we are re- 
minded, Catholics were few, and in most, 
practice of their religion was proscribed.

iF you were in India, it 
would be easy for you to 
point out a Sikh (pro- 
nounced SEEK). You would 
know him by his beard or 
turban. What a remarkable 
ight it must be to see a 
large group of Sikhs with 
their beards showing in rows 
of variety — pitch black to 
pure white, curled or braid- 
ed, combed or ruffled, shaz- 
gy or fluffy! Sometimes, 
when their beards grow 
long, they braid or curl 
them and tie them up in 
hair nets which they hang 
over their ears. 

The Sikhs wear turbans 
wrapped round the topknot 
of uncut hair. This is a mark 
of the men of this religion. 
Their turbans sometimes ex- 
actly match their | shirts 
which are delicately tinted. 

Today the Sikhs are a 
small religious group in In- 
dis. The term Sikh means 
disciple. Sikhism is a reli- 
gion of the Punjab region in 
Northwestern India. Sikhism 
was founded in the 15th cen- 
tury by a man named Geru 
Nanak. This religion was 
founded for the purpose of 
doing away with many of 
the evils of hinduism, parti- 
cularty distinctions of caste. 

The holy city of the Sikhs 
is Amritsar which is the 
second largest city in the 
state of Punjab. Many of 
the Sikhs work in the city’s 
factories which include steel 
mills, cement plants, silk and

carpet weaving factories, 
among others. When Punjab 
was divided in 1947 between 
Pakistan and India, most of 
the Sikhs fled into India. 

The Sikhs are famous for 
their magnificent bearin 
and for their luxuriant 
beards. They number about 
5% million. They are known 
all over the East from India 
to China. They have distin- 
guished themselves in the 
fighting in Europe. The 
Sikhs are chiefly farmin 
people and soldiers. They 
also serve as policemen be- 
cause they are very large 
and strong.

tlanity was first brought to 
Japan by St. Francis Xavier 
on August 15, 1549. He was 
the first missionary to enter 
Japan. 

In 1597, a list of Japan- 
ese Catholics was drawn. 
Among the persecuted 
Christians, twenty-six were 
bound and taken to the 
Church at Kyoto. These 
twenty-six Christians died 
martyrs. They met their 
death on a hill near Nagasa- 
ki on February 5, 1597. One 
of the martyrs was a little 
Japanese boy called Ludivico 
Ibaraki. He was only eleven 
years old. 

Rather than renounce his 
belief in God, little Ludi- 
vico was the youngest of the 
twenty-six Japanese martyrs 
to die for his faith.

The World Series
